The writer appealed to “Jews to stay away from public 
offices, stores, etc., in a feeling of respect if not of religion.” 

“Salesgirls are also the victim of these same people,” she 


added. “How can our Jewish salespeople be allowed to have the 
holidays oft if our Jews patronize the stores during the 
holidays?”

Mr. Montor arrived here in the middle of reports of imminent 
starvation in Israel and the depletion of dollar funds. He left here 
with the government having assured the world through statements 
that the food crisis was only temporary, and that although the 
available items of food were not numerous, they were substantial 
enough to assure the continued good health of the populace. 

The inference that bond sale proceeds might be used to pur- 
chase food was what Mr. Montor feared. In fact in the press inter- 
view, he admitted that the expenditure of the 
bond money on industrial enterprises at the pres- 
ent time might “place a temporary burden on 
the population,” but pointed out that the bond 
issue charter required that the money be used 
only for industrial and agricultural expansion. 

‘Mr. Montor refused to predict for the as- 
sembled reporters the possible sale for 1951, but 
did declare that three times as many Israel] bonds 
would be sold in the U. S. as all other foreign 
bonds in America. 

The dapper U. S. Jewish leader explained, however, that 65 
per cent of the bond purchases was by the small investors buying 
in denominations from $50 to $1,000.

Synagogue 
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_ Reform Ready To Send Rabbis To Israel, Says CCAR President

ROCHESTER, N. Y¥.—(NJP)—The Central Con- 


ference of American Rabbis is prepared to send 
young Reform rabbis, whose 
backgrounds are steeped in Jew- 
ish traditions, to Israel where 
they can be leaders in laying the 
groundwork for a liberal reli- 
gious movement that will be in- 
digenous to the country.” 

This was told The Post by 
Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein _of 
Temple B'rith — engin 
his return from a five-week Stay 
jn the Jewish state. BERNSTEIN 

He asserted that Orthodoxy does not have tne 
meaning and appeal for Israelis it does for “Jews in 
the diaspora to whom Orthodoxy is a means of group 
identification as much as religion.” 





Adding that he did not intend this as disparage- 
ment of Orthodoxy, Rabbi Bernstein, who is presi- 
dent of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
and a leader of Reform Jewry, said that during his 
stay in Israel he had become increasingly aware, in 
the course of conversations with people from all 
walks of life, “that Israel is ripe for a liberal reli- 
gious movement.” 

The Temple B’rith Kodesh leader was part of a 
group of 30 Reform rabbis attending an institute 
that was conducted at Berl Katznelson Institute of 
Social and Political Sciences at Kfar Saba, 15 miles 
northeast of Tel Aviv. j 

Observing that Reform and Conservative rabbis 
have no standing in Israel, Rabbi Bernstein reported 
that he found only three synagogues, one each in 
Tel Aviv, Jerusaiem and Haifa,sthat could be deemed 
Liberal, “though they lean more to the Orthodox in 
their services.” He explained that the rabbis of 
these synagogues observed the Orthodox ritual “but 


are Liberal in their thinking.” 

On the subject of the American diaspora, Rabbj 
Bernstein was equally explicit. “Yes, we met Israelis 
who told us that American Jewry should be more 
active in support of chalutziut (pioneering) because 
as they put it ‘You will need to come here some day’,” 
said Rabbi Bernstein. 


“My view is that there will be two great Jewish 
communities in the world—one in Israel and the 
other in America. Jewish life in America is not 
‘exile’. It has its basis in the free and democratic 
traditions of the country. The idea of chalutziut can 
only have a limited appeal among American Jews, 
Pressures are lacking here that exist in Europe and 
the Middle East.” 


Rabbi Bernstein’s trip to Israel is the third he has 
made in a period of 15 years.

For his (or her) 
“pecoming adult’ ceremony their 13 year old must first demonstrate 
that he can perform 13 socially useful tasks. These 13 mitzvot 
are chosen from a list of 25, some of which are obligatory, such as 

a written anlysis of a chapter of the Bible. 

The account of Kfar Blum’s “13 Mitzvot” is told by Ruth Cale 
in the August 31 Jerusalem Post, in which she explains that besides 
the obligatory tasks,.there is a wide range left to suit the charac- 
ter and abilities of the individual candidates, includigg an eight 
hour work day in the fields; taking over a group of toddlers for a 
day, feeding, dressing and entertaining them; producing something 
pretty or useful for the parents’ room such as a lampshade, book- 
shelf or new electric fitting; a day in the city running errands for 
the settlement’s secretariat, which includes the- payment of bills, 
the collection of money, making arrangements for the supply of 
stores; writing an essay on a certain aspect of settlement life; 
preparing picnic in the field for the classmates; recording the flora 
and fauna in the neighborhood,

GRANOVSKY (originally Gran- 
owsky) is a family name taken 
from the little town of Granow, 
in the district ofHaisin in the 
Ukraina. The town was destroyed 
by Cossack bandits in 1735 and 
the Jewish population almost 
completely massacred. The sur- 
vivors scattered to all surround- 
ing countries. Their descendants 
later took this name to com- 
memorate their ancestors’ ordeal.

Will you please tell me what 
the name Steinberg means as I 
am very interested in knowing 
the origin of my name.?

STEINBERG is a_ celebrated 
Jewish family name in Poland. 
The Steinbergs may claim des- 
cent from the great Rabbi Sha- 
lom Shachna, Rector of the Tal- 
mudiec Academy in Lublin who 
died in 1558. The first to assume 
this family name was Rabbi Jo- 
seph Eleazar of Brody in Galicia 
(1772-1852) who was President of 
the community and a wealthy 
philanthropist. He took his family 
name from a great Stone Moun- 
tain near Brody, which in Yid- 
dish was known as Steinberg. His 
descendants included hundreds of 
rabbis in every conceivable com- 
munity in Galicia and Poland. 
The Chief Chaplain of the Polish 
Armies in the war of 1939 was 
Rabbi Baruch Steinberg, who was 
captured by the Russians and died 
in a Soviet prison in 1941. His 
brother Rabbi Meyer Steinberg 
suceeeded him in this high posi- 
tion. 

Since you made no mention of 
the country of origin of your 
family, I will add that there is 
also a Steinberg family in Hung- 
ary. Their name is taken from 
the Hungarian town of Repcza- 
Kohalom, also called Steinberg by 
the Germans.

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R SEVERAL years now before Rosh Hashonah we have pre- 

sented the recipes for cholla and honey cake which were con- 
tributed by Mrs. Sophie (Harold) Goldberg, 3045 Broadway, Indian- 
apolis. 

Sophie, whose recipes appeared here again last week, enjoys 
nothing more than to know she has been of some help to an 
anxious-to-learn cook. She recently forwarded to me another of the 
letters she has received from wives using her recipes. (Incidentally 
her ideas aren’t limited to those.two. She conducted a cooking 
class a few years ago at the local Jewish center and is always 
baking for some event or another.) 

Part of the letter, from Mrs. J. M. Orkin of Geneva, Ohio, 
describing her wish to “surprise my husband with a nice, old- 
fashioned cholla” follows: 

“I know you will be pleased when I tell you that the results 
of your recipe are perfectly gorgeous. My house smells just like 
the smell I remember from my childhood and my ‘zeilige’ mother’s 
baking. My cholla is high and light and yellow and beautiful. My 
husband just walked in and broke off an end and said, ‘With cold 
milk and warm bread, who needs steak?’ . . . Thank you, Mrs. 
Goldberg, for bringing back into my home the remembrance of a 
nice childhood in a real Jewish home.”

NOTHER traditional Rosh Hashonah dish is chicken soup with 
farfel. 
OLD FASHIONED CHICKEN SOUP 
3 to 4 pounds chicken, 1 medium carrot 
cut at joints 2 stalks celery 
a few extra chicken feet, 1 tablespoon salt 
if desired % teaspoon pepper 
2% to 3% quarts water % teaspoon nutmeg, if 
1 medium onion desired 
Place chicken in pot with water, cover tightly, and let simmer three 
hours or until chicken has begun to be tender. Add vegetables and 
seasonings, and let simmer another hour. Strain. Remove fat. 
Begin soup either with cold or boiling water. Extra chicken feet 
will give the soup flavor to spare: scald and skin chicken feet and 
remove nails before using. Brown chicken in oven at 500 degrees 
for a few minutes before serving. 
FARFEL (EGG BARLEY) 
1 egg flour 
% teaspoon salt 
Beat egg slightly with salt, add enough flour so that mixture can 
be kneaded into a stiff ball. Chop dough into small bits with a 
sharp knife, or grate on a coarse grater, or rub weil with the 
hollow of the hand until small grains are formed. Toss out lightty 
onto a board to dry. Store in a covered jar. When ready to use, 
drop gradually into boiling soup, and let boil 5 to 10 minutes.

Rabbi Morris Gordon's experiment with 
inserting a full lecture into his program of 
services for the High Holidays (NJP, Sept. 14, 
1951), is that such action has been long over- 
due. 

The Post has been insisting for several years 
now that the rabbi’s sermon must be turned 
into a classroom lecture. 

Many rabbis have written off the present 
generation and concentrated their energies on 
the youth. But this kind of decision fails to 
take into consideration the fact that organized 
class room work is not the sole nor even the 
principle means of imparting knowledge to our 
young people. The home and the outside en- 
vironment are even more important in shaping 
attitudes and developing interests that can 
either be Jewish or anti-Jewish depending on 
the direction of the parents. 

This being so, devising means of reaching the 
present adult Jewish generation with Jewish 
education becomes important, and every device 
must be employed toward this end. 

The sisterhoods and auxiliaries with their 
sessions prior to the holidays showing how the 
Jewish table should be decked out and the 
home embellished for the occasion; the broth- 
erhoods and the men’s clubs, the pulpit, all 
must be used to the fullest extent. In fact the 
Synagogue must be turned into a vast education 
machine. 

To do less at. this juncture in American Jew- 
ish history would be tragic. 

We must not stop with Rabbi Gordon’s inno- 
vation. There must be more and far-reaching 
experiments, all with the same aim in view. 


The rabbi who refuses to recognize the needs 


of his congregation as far as education is con- 
cerned is guilty of sinning against them and the 
rest of the community. 

That is why The Post finds it difficult to 
comprehend the situation as affects retreats 
and institutes during the summer along the 
lines of the Wildacres plan. 

What Maurice Weinstein, a green behind-the- 
-ears layman of Charlotte, N. C., originator of 
the Wildacres Plan for Jewish institutes, has 
done for the American Jewish community can 
not be overemphasized. 

Mr, Weinstein is no rabbi. But why was there 
not 100 institutes last year, and 500 this year. 
Where are our rabbis, that only a few of them 
have seized upon this demonstrably-successful 
means for revitalizing a congregation by giving 
its leaders knowledge and inspiration and even 
consecration to its tasks. - 

Zionism may be at the crossroads. The Mac- 
Iver Report may require much refining and de- 
bating. The question of building synagogues 
and hospitals and Jewish community centers 
at this time, may divide us. These are issues 
on which no clear cut decisions have been 
made. 

But as to the need for giving priority to any 
means of imparting knowledge ®f Judaism to 
U. S. Jewry, there is no longer any debate. 

What means there are available for over- 
coming the ignorance of Jews on things Jewish 
must be employed to their fullest, and as soon 
as an experiment successfully demonstrates 
that it can contribute its share towards the 
goal, that innovation must be adopted as widely 
as possible as quickly as possible. 

Any other course indicates sloth and indiffer- 
ence, whether it be on the part of the rabbin- 
ate or on the part of the layman. 


Not Zionist, Not Orthodox, 


ITH youth’s impatience with legerde- 

main and chicanery, the National Jewish 
Youth Conference, an organization sponsored 
not by the Zionists or the Orthodox, but by the 
National Jewish Welfare Board, came out with 
a platform of action for the American Jewish 
eommunity to which it would be well that 
American Jewry as a whole give serious con- 
sideration. ; 

The youngsters asked for more intensive 
Jewish education, they proposed reconvening 
of the American Jewish Conference they looked 
at chalutziut without shivering from fear, 
and faced up to the question of the relationship 
of Jews throughout the world without breaking 
out into a cold sweat of trepidation over what 
the non-Jews would say. 

The thinking of the youngsters and their atti- 
tude is the most hopeful occurrence in Ameri- 
can Jewish history in years. It is the best guar- 
antee we have as yet that a creative Jewish 
community will eventually develop in the 
United States.

“many delegates expressed personal regret that 
their (Jewish) background was inadequate.” 
This is an indictment of both the American 
Jewish community and of the parents. It re- 
veals that those parents who permitted their 
children to ignore Hebrew School for dancing 
and music lessons were delinquent in their re 
sponsibilities as Jewish parents, 

Several years ago the same National Jewish 
Welfare Board which sponsors the National 
Jewish Youth Conference brought forth a re- 
port from an outstanding Jewish social scien- 
tist which called for more Jewish content in 
Jewish center work.

Critic Sees Hope In Bumper Crop 
Of Jewish Novels And Novelists 


RE YOU familiar with the names of Stephen Longstreet, or 
Miriam Bruce, or Hilde Abel, or Henry Denker or Ethel 


I doubt it. For except for Longstreet, none of these people 
has ever written really popular volumes of fiction. Nevertheless 





obnoxiously funny like Milt 
Gross’, When a publisher goes 
all-out as Simon and Schuster did, 
it leads Jewish writers to think 
that perhaps a Jewish book is not 
anathema, or a kiss of death. 

Longstreet, in a long epistle te 
this writer described what led 
him to write his Jewish novel and 
in it one senses a groping toward 
things Jewish which is enlight- 
ening and leads one to hope that 
even our popular writers may 
some day drop their slickness to 
write deeply about American 
Jewry.

ENRY DENKER, a success- 

ful radio writer, whose first 
novel dealt with a prize fighter, 
took time out from his radio 
chores to do a second book on 
Jews, this one “My Son, the Law. 
yer.” Denker writes poorly, with 
out style or feeling for words, 
But he has a powerful story to 
tell here and it carries you along. 
It is the story of a Jewish boy’s 
struggle to become a lawyer, his 
mother’s overwhelming sense of 
possession and his continual fight 
against poverty and his mother’s 
iron discipline. 

It is by no means a new story 
but Denker invests it with soe 
much passion and emotion that 
one forgets the style of writing 
and reads on and on. Dostoevsky 
proved that one can be a great 
novelist without writing greatly. 
On the other hand, some novelists 
write superably and say nothing. 

Denker has made a memorable 
contribution to American Jewish 
fiction. The slickness of radio 
work has not found its way into 
his novel. Here are joy and anger 
and hatred and love. The book 
swarms with life and knowledge 
of milieu is self-evident.

HE ALLIANCE between Jew: 
ish and Catholic politicians, 
which prevails in many sections 
of America, forms the  back- 
ground of an arresting new 
novel, reviewed by D. Lehrer in 
The Day. Entitled, “McDon- 
ough,” the book deals with a 
Hague-like New Jersey political 
boss and the troubles he has in 
the midst of a campaign. Con- 
flict develops between McDon- 
ough and his Italian wife who 
begins to gag at her husband’s 
ruthlessness, But a major part 
of the work centers upon the 
problems of McDonough’s Jew- 
ish henchman, Sam Laynet, who 
has the Jewish votes in his 
pocket.

“My Son, the Lawyer.”

RAIRIAM BRUCE and Hilde 

Abel, two Jewish women, 
have written completely dissim- 
ilar novels in “Linden Road” and 
“The Guests of Summer.” Bruce’s 
volume concerns itself with an 
unusual theme: _ Jewish anti- 
Semitism, or self-hate. It is a first 
novel, but there is nothing awk- 
ward about it. The story, as a 
matter of fact, is sometimes too 
slickly plotted. It is important, 
however, in that it introduces a 
seldom-discussed subject by a 
new writer of more than passing 
promise. 


Mrs. Bruce, a newcomer to 
American Jewish fiction, is far 
more welcome than Lewis T. Ap- 
ple, whose “Some Are Friends” 
is a novel on intermarriage. 
Mrs. Bruce’s book is continuous- 
ly interesting; Mr. Apple’s is ob- 
viously the product of a middle- 
aged businessman who decided at 
this stage of his career to write 
a novel. It is badly written and 
he does not belong in any discus- 
sion of Jewish hopefuls. Mrs. 
Bruce does. 

Then there are those who are 
ready to believe that Hilde Abel 
(whose husband David Davidson 
if a more successful novelist is 
perhaps far less ambitious) has 
“arrived” in “The Guests of Sum- 
mer.” Miss Abel writes beautiful- 
ly, captures moods, projects neu- 
roses, describes nature with the 
skill of an artist. Unhappily, she 
isn’t much of a story-teller. 

She offers a portrait of a small, 
tightly-knit Jewish community in 
a summer resort immediately 
prior to the outbreak of war in 
Europe. The Jews are aware of 
what Hitler is attempting to do. 
A Polish Jew is among them, 
ready to go back to his people.

Agencies Unite In Support 
Of Maclver; Hit Defamers 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A strong denunciation of defamers of 
Prof. Robert M. MacIver was issued here by the Committee of 
Evaluative Studies of the National Community Relations Advisory 
Council. 

The resolution supporting Dr. MacIver was approved even by 
the delegates of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith and 
the American Jewish Committee, which have attacked his report 
on the Jewish civic defense agencies. 

The resolution denounced the attacks on Prof. 
“those who are responsible for them.” 

The full text of the resolution follows: 

“This committee expresses its gratitude to Prof. Robert Mac- 
Iver for his report on the Jewish community relations agencies. 
Dr. Maclver is publicly recognized as an eminent social scientist 
of the highest integrity. He approached his study in a spirit of 
devotion and real concern for the serious problems involved. 

“This committee deplores the attempts to impugn the integrity 
of Dr. MaclIver. Such attacks cannot detract from the stature of 
Dr. Maclver, but they attempt to subvert the importance of the 
National Community Relations Advisory Council evaluative study 
process. 

“As participants in that process, we denounce these attacks 
and those. who are responsible for them. Whatever agreement or 
disagreement there may be with Dr. Maclver’s report, we recog: 
nize his views as those of a distinguished citizen and a great 
scholar who deserves every consideration and respect.” 

The Post learned that a more extensive distribution of the 
report was authorized by the evaluative committee, which will 
meet again on Nov. 2 to draft its final conclusions. Any federation 
agency can now get copies of the report, it was learned. 

The resolution was aimed squarely at Allen Lesser, publisher of 
Cross-Section USA, a weekly newsletter, which has accused Dr. 
+ Maciver of anti-Semitism. It was aimed also at Jacob Landau, 
former managing director of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, who 
in a series of articles, accused MacIver of fostering assimilation.
